The Americans captured the 
border village of Rotgen, 10 miles 
southeast of Aachen, the first Ger- 
man community to be reported 
taken in the all-out assault on Hit- 
ler’s Reich, and stood 325 air line 
miles from Berlin in their march 
on the Nazi capital. 


As the American armored col- 
umns encountered only minor op- 
position in the Siegfried line out- 
posts, indications were that the 
Germans were falling back to- 
ward the Rhine, 40 miles to the 
east in this sector. 

The Yanks won positions in the 
town forest of Aachen and in out- 
skirts overlooking the city, a rail 
and highway hub of more than 
160,000 population, historically a 
strong fortress position and in 
modern times a strategic citadel 
in the Siegfried line. 

To the south of these onrushing 
forces, which were part of the 
First Army of Lt. Gen. Courtney 
H. Hodges, two other columns 
were storming or preparing to 
storm major fortifications in the 
Siegfried system. 

The first stood within gunshot 
of Germany east of the village of 
Clervaux, in the northern tip of 
Luxembourg, and the other far- 
ther to the south was in Germany 
northwest of the town of Trier, 
its exact position unreported ‘since 
an initial penetration of at least 
five miles two days ago.

The man who fell or jumped 
from the 14th-floor window of 
the William-Oliver building has 
been identified by his wife as 
Roland James Mercer, 52, a for- 
mer professional football player. 


“He had been in III health for 
some time, and 1 know now he 
must have been much sicker than 
we thought,” said his wife, Mrs. 
Daisy Darnell Mercer, when inter- 
viewed yesterday by The Consti- 
tution at her home at 629 North 
Highland avenue, N. E. 

Speaking calmly, but in a voice 
tense with controlled emotion, 
Mrs. Mercer said: He called me 
at 1 p. m. Tuesday and sounded 
all right; he even seemed happier 
than he had in some time.’ 

Mrs. Mercer said that when her 
husband failed to come home, she 
began to call hospitals, fearing he 
had been in an accident. 

“I couldn’t sleep I was so wor- 
ried. About 4 a. m. I got up and 
got The Constitution. When I saw 
the story about the man who was 
killed in the fall, I just knew it 
must have been my husband. The 
man answered his general descrip- 
tion. I went down to Grady hos- 
pital and identified him.” 

Police, however, disclosed they 
are still investigating reports of 
two shots and a woman’s scream 
being heard prior to the death 
plunge. This report was given 
them by a woman in the building, 
situated at Five Points. 

Mercer, a native of Bridgeport, 
Conn., moved to Atlanta eight 
years ago. He was an employe of 
the Georgia Roofing Company. He 
graduated from Columbia Univer- 
sity, later playing professional 
football.

Midway along the front Third 
Army troops under Gen. Patton 
were on the move again, capturing 
Neufchateau, 15 miles southwest 
of Nancy on the west bank of the 
Moselle, and fighting their way in- 
side Charmes, on the east bank 23 
miles south of Nancy. 

Above Metz, Patton’s men cap- 
tured a heights dominating the 
strategic town of Thionville and 
cleared the Germans out of that 
part of the town on the west bank 
of the river. In addition a new 
crossing north of Metz was an- 
nounced. 4 

Hodges’ forces, after taking Rot- 
gen, six miles east of the captured 
Belgian border town of Eupen, 
were just 40 miles west of the big 
German Rhineland city of Cologne, 
which is deep in the final defenses 
of the Siegfried system. 

The German radio, in its first 
acknowledgment that American 
troops had. invaded.

ASSAULT DESCRIBED 

Writing from Rotgen, William 
Smith White, of the 
Press, said American troops “are 
now assaulting the hulking anti- 
tank obstacles and pillboxes just 
beyond this town.” He said big 
American self- guns were 
“howling amid the debris that 
surrounds them on German soil 
in support of this attack.” 

Capture of Rotgen, an historic 
milestone of this war, occurred at 
4:30 p. m.

UAW Rejects 
No-Strike 
Revocation 


Will vote Tomorrow 
On Modification 
Of Wartime Pledge 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Sept. 
13.—(#)—The national convention 
of the United Automobile Workers 
(CIO) tonight rejected a proposal 
calling for outright. revocation of 
labor’s no-strike pledge. 

The resolution, defeated by a 
vote of 6,463 to 3,801, also provid- 
ed for a referendum on the ques- 


tion by the union's 1,200,000 mem- 


bers. 

Delegates tomorrow morning will 
vote on a second proposal which 
would limit application of the 
pledge to war industries once Ger- 
many is defeated. That resolution 
provides for continuation of the 
pledge for war plants but revoca- 
tion for workers employed in civ- 
ilian manufacture after the defeat 
of the Nazis. 

If the second proposal is defeat- 
ed, a third resolution providing for 
unequivocal retention of the pledge 
will be presented to the delegates. 
High officers of the union plead- 
ed with the delegates during 
stormy convention floor debate to 


tion or revocation of the pledge. 


With one important exception, 
international officials of the union 
echoed the plea of CIO President 
Philip Murray, who urged reaf- 


jfirmation of the pledge in a con- 


vention address and predicted up- 
ward revision, within a week, of 
the Little Steel wage formula.

Sergeant, Listed ‘Dead, 
Home From Pacific 


By DAVID SNELL. 


MARIETTA, Ga., 


Sept. 13.—Sgt. John Southerland today had re- 


turned from the “dead,” after undergoing one of the strangest adven- 


tures of World War II. 


Nearly a year ago his wife, Mrs. 
Southerland, a hospital 
technician at the Bell bomber 
plant here, received a terse no- 
tification from the War Depart- 
ment stating that her husband had 
been killed in action in the Pa- 
cific theater of operations.

There will be 
need, for months, for blood plasma and 
other war work. 


Keep that in mind. 


The news from Japan is good. We 
are carrying on a war of attrition. There 
were some 200 planes destroyed Wednes- 
day. The significafit fact was they were 
carrier-based planes. 


That could mean the harassed Jap- 
anese, bombed: and torpedoed on land 
and sea, were moving out for some sort 
of naval test.

I had a call from Geveva White Flanery, of 
the Hurricane creek section, and of Nashville, 
Tennessee. 

She is woman’s editor of the Southern Agriculturist, a farm 
journal with one of the largest circulations held by a farm periodi- 
cal. I knew her old man when he was animal husbandryman for 
the University of Tennessee. 0 


Geveva Flanery used to teach school in a one-room schoolhouse 
at Barren Plains, Tenn., six miles from Springfield, Robinson coun- 
ty, on the road to Hopkinsyille, called “Hoptown” by the local wits, 
The big things she accomplished for that school led to her being 
selected for demonstration work and she was doing well at that 
when Flanery met her and married her. 


Never an office woman, she stays in the field most of her time. 
She and Flanery have a farm 50 miles south of Nashville with good 
bottom pastures, Herefords and corn. They were putting lime and 
phosphates on those fields up there a quarter of a century ago, 
maybe more. You ought to see those pastures. Blue grass as good 
as any grown. 


Geveva Flanery is a farm woman. Just before getting the train 


to Atlanta she got up and-canned nine quarts of peach pickle, did 
a day’s work at the magazine, and came down here for a conference. 


5 Mrs. Flanery can tell you an ingredient 
Chief Ingredient necessary for success of agriculture which 


the experts don’t ever mention. 


They will tell you about lime and phosphate and basic slag and

There must be a real, working part- 
nership on the farm. Farm income isn’t like other income. For one 
thing there is less of it.

some new clothes, 

You hear a lot of old gaffers around town talking 
Real Work about the good old days on the farm when they 
went out bare-footed to feed the stock and kept from getting frost 
bite by warming their feet on the straw where the animals had been 
lying down all night. You hear them relate tall tales of building 
fires on icy mornings and breaking the ice in the water bucket to 
get water for washing their face and hands. The old gaffers will 
talk about it as if it were ice cream and cake. But you notice one 
thing always—they all left it. . 


Mrs. Flanery will tell you what the farm women want. 

They want relief from drudgery and toil. They want modern 
conveniences. By the time they’ve got up at dawn, or earlier, helped 
with the chores, got the first of three meals, washed and slapped the 
kids and got them off to school, washed a few clothes, canned some 
food, churned, fed the chickens, pulled a few buckets of water out 
of the well, fed the fire and carried in wood, the farm wife doesn’t 
feel so chipper. | 

It sounds fine, and it is fine, to commend the people who do 
such back-breaking work. But it isn’t fun and it isn’t all pleasure. 


They want more REA to run washing machines and refrigerators 
and irons. They want more chance for recreation and a social life 


with neighoors. They want more opportunity for their kids. J 


Mrs. Flanery knows that a lot of them would encourage their 
children to stay on the farm who now urge them to get off if farm 
life covld have more conveniences. 

All this requires more income. So the farmer’s wife is interested 
in how to get more. She also is willing to do her share of work. She 
isn’t asking for an easy life, but for one in which there is a chance 
to live a few minutes as other people live. 

They’ve had a few breaks. They’ve learned a lot. Mrs. Flanery 
will tell you how farm foods, diets, cooking and so on have im- 
proved. And she is working for more of the same. 

It was a right pleasant visit we had. And after she left I just 
sat back and remembered how the fields looked and how the sta- 
tions at Dicksen and Waverly, Tenn., looked when I used to go fox 
hunting down there with Lips Henslee and his crowd.

Boyhood Ambitions 
Are Apt To Be Funny 


Take any average man, in business or a pro- 
fession, and get him, if you can, to tell you hon- 
estly and frankly, what were his ambitions as to

Impossible to Please 
Republican Candidate 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—There is just no 
Be. 3 way to please the President’s opponents. 

If Mr. Roosevelt arranges to join Prime Min- 
ister Churchill at Quebec for a conference on war plans and post- 
war aims, Gov. Dewey, the Republican nominee, regards it as an 
“amazing coincidence” that the date for such a meeting should con- 
flict with the campaign tour he is now making of the country. 

Because the President, on his way to Hawaii, stopped off in 
Chicago for a brief conference with National Party Chairman Robert 
Hannegan just prior to the Democratic convention, that made the 
whole trip political, in the eyes of Republican National Chairman 
Herbert Brownell Jr. 


And when, a few days later, the President delivered his fourth- 
term acceptance speech from a naval base on the west coast, further 
howls came up from the opposition that he was exploiting his title 
role as commander in chief for political purposes, 

It was even claimed that his visit to Hawaii, where he con- 
ferred with our Pacific commanders, Gen. MacArthur and Adm, 
Nimitz, was entirely political. And after returning from the Aleu- 
tians he was attacked for delivering a speech at the Bremerton, 
Wash., navy yards to a group of American servicemen who had 
assembled there to hear him. The President’s opponents demanded 
the right to have a similar address broadcast to members of the 
armed forces throughout the world. 


The implications of Gov. Dewey’s “amazing co- 
Personal Ego incidence” ‘criticism of. the Quebec meeting is 
that Mr. Roosevelt purposely arranged a conference with Prime 
Minister Churchill at this time in order to take the edge off the 
campaign tour he is now engaged in. 

That is about the quintessence of personal ego. The President 
and the Prime Minister have nothing important to talk about, as 
Gov. Dewey implies, but are merely getting together by way of 
providing a show to compete with the Republican nominee’s first 
series of speeches during the compaign. 

By the some token, we undoubtedly would have heard a wail 
of “frame-up” if, by chance, the Allied invasion of Europe had 
happened to coincide with the date for the opening of the Repub- 
lican convention in June. It easily might have happened that way 
because the Republicans have customarily met much earlier than 
they did this year. 

It is such little, petty, picayunish bickerings as this that have 
caused the Republican party to lose so much of the great following 
it once had in the country. ‘The people are just not so dumb as 
to be taken in by petty complaints of the kind. They know better. 

Instead of offering a constructive program for the betterment of 
the nation and for meeting some of the important problems that 
will confront us with the return to peace, the dominant leaders of 
the minority party have contented themselves thus far with little 
more than bickering and strife. 

An effort is made to see something sinister in every move the 
President makes, He cannot even engage in a conference with bur 
Pacific commanders and the governmental head of one of our lead- 
ing allies without being accused of playing politics. 

Perhaps the only way to please the President’s opponents is for 
him to stop the war and all moves bearing on his role as commander 
in chief until the campaign is over. Then he could not be accused 
of exploiting the war to his own political advantage. 

Unfortunately, even if he were willing to do such a thing, our 
enemies have something to. say in the matter. And, besides, if we 
gave them this much of a respite at the very moment when we have 
them on the run, it would take longer in the end to defeat them. 

Before the Allied invasion of France the President's enemies 
were maliciously whispering that there would be no opening of 
the second front until too late in the year to bring victory before 
the November elections. Now that the invasion has been launched 
as a whooping success, with the possibility of a German collapse 
at any time, the same enemies of the administration are whispering 
that we are rushing things with a needless sacrifice of lives in an 
effort to bring the European war to a conclusion before November 
so the President can benefit by the fruits of our great victory.

For the first time, President 
Roosevelt has been set on the de- 
fensive.and it will be noticed that 
the speeches and the propaganda 
of the New Deal press this time 
consist almost entirely of counter- 
punching. Hoover was defensive 
and slightly querulous, Landon 
was a sincere and amiable: light- 
weight who was overmatched and 
Willkie’s theme was that even if 
Roosevelt was a good President 
it were better to accept a suc- 
cessor of doubtful ability than to 
let the good man have a third 
term, not that he doubted his 
ability, 


Dewey’s proposition, stated with 


tuch modesty as is possible in 


any man offering his services for 
the greatest job in the world and 
arguing his qualifications in de- 
tail, is that President Roosevelt 
has turned in-a spectacular fail- 
ure in domestic management and 
that he could do the job better. 
The original depression, or panic, 
generally but unfairly charged to 
Mr. Hoover’s failures, for it came 
only seven months after his in- 
auguration, has receded into his- 
tory and millions of voters and 
fighting men of the present day 
were 60 young when Mr. Roose- 
velt took over that they remem- 
— the Roosevelt depression bet- 


And, to refresh their memory 
and to suggest, on the basis of past 
performances, what Mr. Roosevelt 
would have in store for them, 
Dewey has sounded again the 
startling challenge that he voiced 
in his acceptance speech in Chi- 
cago, “Do we have to have a war 
to get jobs?” He now has point- 
ed out twice that there were still 
10,000,000 Americans out of work 
notwithstanding Mr. Roosevelt's 
promises and experiments and 
then, as he said in Philadelphia, 
“It took a world war to get jobs 
for the American people.” 


In Dewey’s emphasis on the ex- 
haustion, ill-temper and bickering 
of the Roosevelt government he 
is attacking with a weapon de- 
vised by the New Deal itself, in 
the fight to discredit and then 

ck the United States supreme 

urt. The report to the dispar- 
agement of Dewey because of his 
youth presents itself in the re 
cent photographs of the President, 
revealing a haggard man who has 


aged much in the last two years. 


Although Dewey doubtless would 
have invited the comparison any- 
way, the New Deal propagandists 
relieved him of any unpleasant 
responsibility for calling attention 
to the difference, by their de- 
rision of him as a pushful youth. 


Although Dewey may yet ad- 
dress himself to the fourth term 
as an issue by itself, he may deal 
competently with it by the more 
concrete method of pointing out 
the character of the President's 
political backing in the influential 
left wing of the New Deal party. 


This element frankly repudiates |’ 


private industry and thus would 
promise only government jobs in 
plants owned by the government 
or controlled by the government 
after the war. Given four years 
more, the President, by all prece- 
dents, would veer again sharply 
to the left, would impose even 
tighter restrictions on the lives of 
people and on private industry 
and would relax none of those al- 
ready in effect.

Although 
this enormous war plant, all a 
monument to the waste of war, 
was built and put into operation 
under government auspices, the 
human efforts were thdse of a na- 
tion of people who developed 
those talents under the American 
system.

I conceived At 
my duty to do just that and quit. 

Late on the afternoon of my cap- 
ture a German sergeant, my cap- 
tor, took me to a chateau outside 
of Chartres. After a long wait I 
was escorted to an upper room 
where a schoolmaster-looking Ger- 
man major, seated at a desk and 
surrounded by interpreters, receiv- 
ed me jocularly, apparently in- 
credulous that the spearhead of 
the American Army was a war 
correspondent. 

However, after inspecting my 
credentials entitling me to an of- 
ficer’s status with.the rank of cap- 
tain, even if captured, he believed 
me, although he was doubtful 
whether I really was a non-com- 
batant, since German correspond- 
ents are armed fighting reporters 
and trained soldiers, and our cre- 
dentials don’t specifically say we 
are noncombatants. 

He asked me what I was doing 
when captured, and to forestall 
any suggestion that I or my 
wounded comrade, William Makin, 
then in the hospital, were acting 


as spies or scouts ahéad of our 
Army, I told him truthfully that

we were not with any military 
force but were proceeding to 
Chartres, which he had heard by 
radio was ours. He said he had 
heard the same himself and twit- 
ted me with being a victim of our 
own propaganda. 

To change the subject I admit- 
ted, “Well, you got me. I should 
like to congratulate this noncom 
on his cléver ambush.” 


The major, who was apparently 
the local commandant, nearly fell 
out of his chair backwards and in- 
sisted that the interpreter make 
sure he was hearing right, while 
the noncommissioned officer, who 
was a thin, slight man, seemed to 
swell visibly, bullfroglike, with 
pride. 


“It was a fine job of soldier- 
ing,” I continued, and I was just 
about to recommend him for an 
Iron Cross, first class, studded 
with diamonds, when the major 
hurriedly cut the interview short, 
returned my credentials and gave 
an order to take me back to the 
corps for examination by a regular 
intelligence officer. 

I wasn’t quit sure who won the 
kidding contest, but I emerged at 
least not browbeaten and with my 
sense of humor intact. Outside of 
the chateau I met my first col- 
laborator, a pretty, French sou- 
brette, apparently the daughter of 
the chateau caretaker. She seemed 
on excellent terms with the Nazi 
troopers lounging around, and 
while awaiting departure, they 
gathered around me asking all 
manner of personal 
which she interpreted. 

I speak fluent conversational 
French but not German, However, 
after four years of occupation the 
collaboration French and Germans 
manage to understand one another. 
I soon found I was able to talk 
over the heads of the Germans and 
that this girl wasn’t telling them 
everything I said, and I soon real- 
ized. that although necessity evi- 
dently made her play ball with 
the Nazis she was still a French 
woman and a secret sympathizer 
with the Allies. 

This discovery stood me in good 
stead and throughout my captivity 
I assumed this applied to every 


questions 


} ; ‘ 
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collaborator I met, and with one 
exception—a girl actually engaged 
to a German officer—found them 


totally unconverted to the Hitler- 
ian new ordér. The Germans are 


there is no fear of reprisals upon 
such people except from their own 
Maquisards who respect no woman 
ever seen in Germany company. 

My interview with the major 
had two good results. My status 
was established and the German . 
soldiers treated me as a noncom- 
batant enemy officer and with a 
slight modification of the exag- 
gerated respect they give their 
own. Were I going to be bullied 
in the future I saw it would be 
by officers and not soldiers, but 
since I wore no rank or badges 
like their own war reporters there 
were sometimes confusions which 
my non-commissioned escort had 
to iron out. It was chiefly the 
status questions that I had to ex- 
plain over and over again, and to 
the simple, untutored German eye 
I must have frequently looked 
phony. . 

Back in my captor’s company, 
I had a shock when I found he had 
taken my compliments seriously 
on his b t capture of two 
correspondents with a couple of 
tanks, and he fell over backwards 
to show his gratitude. He tried to 
recover my personal ons, 
which had been divided up among 
the tank crews in their first en- 
thusiasm, and though he wasn't 
successful with everything he re- 
turned enough to make me happy 
and tried to obtain permission to 
return my typewriter, but the 
higher-ups refused, claiming it war 
equipment they required them- 
selves. They got three typewriters 
that day, Makin’s, Holt’s (who es- 
caped) and mine. 

I didn’t protest too much when 
they left me possessing more treas- 
ured items. My noncom then of- 
fered me food—a nasty gray mess 
of soup and spaghetti seemingly 
made of a straw substitute. I 
spurned the stuff, Anyway, I was 
too excited to eat, and I asked for 
a thirst quencher instead. My non- 
com was very coricerned that I 
wouldn’t eat. He evidently had 


go on a hunger strike. 
He produced a mug of red wine. 
This tempted me, and I fell asleep 
seated on an empty gaseline con- 
tainer. 

Just before my departure for the 
corps for questioning, I was cheer- 
ed by the medic reporting that 
Makin had been su

Opens Saturday 


Georgia's split dove hunting 
season will get under way Sep- 
tember 16 and last through Octo- 
ber 15, and again December 25 to 
January 20, all dates inclusive. 

The two periods of open season 
separated by a closed period ap- 
ply to the entire state. It is ex- 
pected that the early season, hew- 
ever, will furnish north Georgia 
shooters with most of their dove 
hunting and the late season will 
be the time when the south Geor- 
giana, will do their shooting at the 
speedy birds. Shooting is allowed 
from one-half hour before sunrjse 
to sunset during the open seasons. 

Ten doves per hunter is the 
daily bag limit, and any person 
may have not more than ten in 
possession, at any time. 

In the taking of doves and other 
9 game birds, it is lawful 
o: 


1. Take only those kinds for which an 
open season is provided. 

2, Hunt from a blind. canoe, rowboat. 
or skiff from which outboard motor has 
— removed and placed in bottom of 
oat. 

3. Use a dog for retrieving. 

Use a shotgun only, not larger than 
10-gauge, and capable of holding not 
more than three shells in barrel and 
magazine. 

5. Shoot in fields of standing grain, or 
fields that have been harvested in a. nor- 
mal agricultural manner. 

6. birds legally taken 45 days 
wie d the close of open season for such 

rds. 

7. Transport from the state in one cal- 
endear week not more than 1 days’ bag 
limit of ducks (except woodduck. one 
only), mergansers and geese, and not 

than one day's bag limit of doves, 
nd gallinules.

U. S. Leaflets 
Only News 
Germans Get

WITH THE FIFTH ARMY IN 

ITALY, Sept. 13.—(ONA)—Fly- 
ing jeeps dropped half a million 
leaflets on Germans defending the 
powerful Gothic line today, The 
leaflets bore the headlines, “The 
Allies Are in Germany. What Are 
You Still Defending Italy For?” 

Simultaneously, Lt. Gen. Mark 
Clark praised the work of his psy- 
chological warfare branch in 
cracking enemy morale. He said 
the only place the Germans can 
get authentic news is from the 
PWB. They know it’s true. They 
believe it. 

The PWB distributes the world’s 
most unusual daily newspaper. It 
is usually delivered by shellfire; 
sometimes by small planes known 
as flying jeeps. It briefly gives the 
world news in German. Its aver- 
age circulation is 300,000 daily. 

In addition, the PWB delivers 
what Clark calls a Sunday supple- 
ment, This is a larger newspaper 
with photographs and maps. 

With the Allies advancing 
through France and the Yugoslavs 
threatening to cut off the Germans 
here from all escape, this news is 
having a profound effect even 
upon the tough, seasoned Nazi di- 
visions facing Clark’s army, for 


Marshal Kesselring isn't giving his 


own troops any war news whatso- 
ever. 

Sixteen out of 17 German pris- 
oners recently captured said they 
read Clark’s newspapers regular- 
ly although it’s a capital offense 
for German soldiers to keep Al- 
lied leaflets. The leaflets were 
often found hidden in soldiers’ 
boots or tucked inside socks. 

When the Sunday supplement 
was suspended for three weeks, 
the prisoners reported, the Ger- 
man troops complained bitterly. 
They missed their paper.

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Exercise, Standing Correctly 
Helps Prevent Aching Feet 


By IDA JEAN KAIN. 


The girls who stand on their 
jobs are tired of reading about the 
desk chair spread and hip slim- 
ming exercises and are writing 
in to say so. What they want is 
exercises to counteact aching feet, 
information on what kind of shoes 
to wear and foot aid in general. 
As one girl wrote, nothing puts 
lines in the face like aching feet. 

The best foot exercise is stand- 
ing. correctly. Stand with the 
weight balanced on both feet, toes 
pointed straight ahead with ankle 
bone squarely over the foot, and 
with the weight thrown slightly 
toward the outer er of the 
feet. This is the ngest posi- 
tion for standing and walking. 
When the toes are turned out, the 
weight is thrown toward the in- 
ner borders, the weakest position. 

Many girls buy stockings a half 
size — small. Stockings should 
be a half inch longer than the 
toes, when standing. A tight, short

a broad base; a round toe but a 
snug fit at the heel; soft leather 
uppers and a flexible sole. For 
working, I like a sole that is flex- 
ible, but not too thin. The soft 
leather uppers insure shoes that 
are not too heavy. 

Most women are inclined to 
wear shoes that are too small. A 
good rule to go by is to get shoes 
sufficiently large so they do not 
have to be broken in. It amounts 
to “breaking in” your feet. 

One girl asks about shifting to 
“loafers” around noon. It's a 
good idea to change shoes at 
noon, and to put on a fresh pair of 
stockings in some cases. But loaf- 
ers, while they feel easy at first, 
do not give enough support and 
soon cause the feet and backs of 
the legs to ache, It is best to have 
two pairs of good, comfortable 
work shoes, and leave the play 
shoes for loafing. 


For feet that ache, contrast 
baths are a great help. Place the 
feet in fairly hot water, then in 
cold, then hot, then cold; or un- 
der the hot water tap then the 
cold. Scrub vigorously with a 
bath brush, dry with a rough 
towel. This stimulates the circula- 
tion. 


Good exercise is to pick up mar- 
bles with the toes, or sort of gath- 
er up a towel, or pick up jacks, 
also to stretch the toes, separating 
them wide apart; for the arches, 
walking barefoot on outsides of 
the feet, toeing slightly in; and 
for massage, roll foot slowly 
across a large soda pop bottle. 

In resting, it’s a good plan for 
the girl who is on her feet all day, 
to Ye with feet elevated on a stack 
of stiff pillows, to reverse the 
flow of circulation.

MY DAY. ai By Eleanor Roosevelt 


QUEBEC, Tuesday.—By now all of my read- 
ers know that my husband and I left Hyde 
Park on Sunday afternoon and that we arrived 
in Quebec just a few minutes before Prime 
Minister Churchill’s train pulled in. 

The Prime M and Mrs. Churchill came 
over by ship, as you know, and some of the 
other passengers were our men who had been 
wounded in the Normandy fighting. Mrs. 
Churchill told me yesterday of going to visit 
them. She spoke with great admiration of the 
doctors and nurses and corpsmen who took care 

3 of them. There were only two nurses aboard, 
a * but she said they did a wonderful job, and that 
the spirit of the men seemed to her extraordinary. a 

With all the years of war behind her, however, Mrs. Churchill 
does not take wounded men for granted. She spoke with deep feel - 
ing, and I could see that blood and tears and future handicaps to 
overcome are still most poignant to her. Even the nurses to whom 
4 an do not seem to grow accustomed to the waste brought about 

war. 

I hope the women’s voices will be strong enough this time, and 
that they will range themselves on the side of those men who try 
to do the things in the future which seem to promise the surest 
basis for a permanent peace. I do not think there can be any place 
in weakness; I am sure it lies in strength, but I think strength 
must be used in an understanding and co-operative spirit. Some- 
how, the selfishness of human beings must be controlled so that 
peace may be strengthened by justice and a sense of security 
throughout the world. 

It was good to see both the Prime Minister and the President 
looking so well and greeting each other so warmly. The Governor 
General of Canada and Princess Alice and the Prime Minister of 
Canada, Mackenzie King, had all come aboard our train to greet 
us on our arrival, and so we stood together to greet Prime Minister 
and Mrs. Churchill. There is something boyish about the Prime 
Minister. Perhaps that is what makes him such a wonderful war 
leader; you feel his zest for life and his unbreakable spirit that can 
visualize only victory in the long run. 

We drove straight to the Citadel. There is not only dignity, 
but great beauty, in these stone walls, and the windows looking out 
on the St. Lawrence are deeper set than any windows in the White 
House.

Lourie, executive vice pres- 
ident of the National Associa- 
tion of Alcoholic Beverage 
Importers, Inc., said resump- 
tion of distilling in Scotland, 
which ceased four years ago, 
resulting in rationed exports 
from there since, might be 
permitted by the British gov- 
ernment this year. 

Lourie added, however, that 
there will not be an abun- 
dance of Scotch sent to this 
country for at least three 
years because by law Scotch 
whisky must be stored in 
wood for at least three years.
